But he acknowledged setbacks 
on the home front and su ggested 
the Democratic-controlled Con­ 
gress mu st at least share re­ 
sp onsibility for these. 
In an hour-long liv e interv iew 
with fou r broadcast jou rnalists 
—a v entu re the White House 
clearly hop ed would brighten 
the 
p residential 
image—Nix on 
also v iewed many of his difficu l­ 
ties as stemming from ev ents 
that occu rred before he took of­ 
fice. 
“ Before we can really get the 
lift of a driv ing dream ,” he 
said, “ we hav e to get rid of 
some of the nightmares we in­ 
herited. One of the nightmares 
is a war withou t end. We are 
ending that war.” 
In discu ssing disap p ointments 
of the p ast two y ears, Nix on 
p laced high on his list the fatal 
shootings last sp ring of stu dents 
at Kent State Univ ersity and 
Jackson State College, and the 
su mmertime bombing of a Uni­ 
v ersity of Wisconsin building in 
which one p erson died. He said: 
“ We hav e seen the amou nt of 
v iolence going down some, bu t 
du ring this administration 
to 
hav e had three such tragedies 
as that left a v ery deep imp res­ 
sion on me. I tru st, as we con­ 
tinu e to hav e su ccess in foreign 
p olicy , as we continu e to solv e 
the p roblems that p eop le are in­ 
terested in, that this kind of v io­ 
lence will begin to recede ev en 
more.” 
Sitting in a straight-backed 
wooden chair before the fire­ 
p lace in the White House li­ 
brary , Nix on fielded more than 
two dozen qu estions from the

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Tough Crime Law 
Goes Into Effect 


WASHINGTON (AP) - th e 
federal gov ernment has p u t a 
dou ble-barreled p enalty into ef­ 
fect for gu n-toting bank rob­ 
bers: Now they can get one 
p rison term 
for robbing 
the 
bank and another for carry ing a 
gun. 
In fact, any federal crime 
committed with a firearm now 
will be considered two crimes. 
The new p enalties are inclu d­ 
ed in a $3.5-billion anticrime bill 
signed by President Nix on last 
weekend. The measu re contin­ 
ues for three y ears and greatly 
ex p ands the 1968 Safe Streets 
Act, p rov iding law enforcement 
grants to state and local gov ern­ 
ments. 
It also ex p ands p residential 
p rotection and makes it a feder­ 
al crime to kill, assau lt or kid­ 
nap a member of Congress or a 
congressman-elect. 
“ All criminals should be on 


notice,” said Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield of Mon­ 
tana, who cosp onsored the anti­ 
gun crime legislation with Re­ 
p u blican Leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsy lv ania. 
The legislation p rov ides that 
first offenders who carry a gun 
while 
committing 
a 
federal 
crime are su bject to a manda­ 
tory one-to- 19 -y ear p rison sen­ 
tence. 
Su bsequ ent conv ictions bring 
two to 25 y ears with no chance 
of su sp ension or p arole. The 
p rison term for carry ing a gun 
is ex tra and is p iled on top the 
sentence 
for 
committing 
the 
crime. 
Mansfield p redicted the anti­ 
gun legislation will p rov e one of 
•the most effectiv e step s taken 
against crime by Congress “ in 
many a y ear, if not in many a 
decade.”

John F. Kennedy and ended 
with her husband’s five years 
as president. In what she called 
“a samper” 
of

word-long diary, Mrs. Johnson 
provided fascinating insight into 
LBJ’s presidency.

husband’s decision not to run 
for a second term, and that “it 
would have been better if Lyn­ 
don had appointed more of his 
own men” instead of keeping 
so many of President Kenne­ 
dy’s. 


ALSO ON THE political front 
an outspoken newcomer grab­ 
bed her share of the headlines 
and made more than a few men 
sit up and take notice. Martha 
Mitchell, wife of Attorney Gen­ 
eral John N. Mitchell, first bob­ 
bed into the nation’s conscious­ 
ness after 
the 
first 
Vietnam 
Moratorium demonstration, and 
has since seldom been out of 
the news. 
She 
is 
allergic 
to 
protest 
marchers, liberal senators, ma­ 
rijuana, and 
newsmen. 
After 
the Vietnam Moratorium 
she 
griped in a TV interview about 
“the very liberal communists.” 
Later there were reports that 
she had used the White House 
switchboard to telephone 
the 
wives of senators on behalf of 
the Supreme Court nomination 
of Clement F. Haynsworth Jr. 
Finally, her husband hired her 
a press secretary after her re­ 
ported request that an Arkansas 
newspaper “crucify” Democrat­ 
ic Senator Sen. J. W. Fulbright 
for voting against another Nix­ 
on nominee to the high court, 
G. Harold Carswell. 
Still on the political front a 
not-so anonymous woman, L eo 
nore Romney, made an unsuc­ 
cessful bid for the Senate. While 
she lost 
to Democrat 
Philip 
Hart, Mrs. Romney’s campaign 
performance 
was 
likened 
to 
that of an authentic stand-up 
evangelist who literally casts a 
spell over his listeners. 


THE PRETTY, chic woman 
who follows the Mormon dic­ 
tates against smoking and al­ 
cohol, began her campaign by 
attacking her opponent as “one 
of the staunchest advocates of 
big federal government.” 
On 
the advice of fellow Republi­ 
cans, 
however, 
she 
switched 
tactics, and concentrated 
on 
wanting to become a senator to 
help the Nixon Administration. 
She said she favored military 
cutbacks but maintained that 
“we must keep our defenses 
I strong enough so that they can 


I be a deterrent.” 
In politics on another front 
three foreign women performed 
vital business while their coim- 
tries were at war. In the Mid­ 
dle East Israeli premier Golda 
Meir led her country through 
the gravest crisis in three years, 
in Paris Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh 
continued as head of the Nation­ 
al Liberation 
Front’s 
delega­ 
tion to the so-far futile Paris 
Peace Talks, 
and 
in 
Ireland 
Bernadette Devlin continued to 
champion the rights of the Ro­ 
man Catholic minority. 
As the Arab-Israeli 
conflict 
exploded into war again, Mrs. 
Meir came to Washington to 
seek the help of the American 
government. 
The 
72-year-old 
grandmother, who became pre­ 
mier in 1968 upon the death of 
Levi Eshkol and then succeeded 
to the post in her own right, 
was greeted here with full mill 
tary honors including a 19-gun 
salute. Any promises of mill- 
tary aid, however, were cloaked 
in secrecy. 


NEGOTIATIONS OF a differ­ 
ent kind continued in Paris this 
year, but from all reports they 
continued to dead 
end. 
Mrs. 
Binh, a 42-year-old Vietnamese 
who wears plain, pastel-colored 
flowing robes remained as in­ 
scrutable as ever. What little is 
known of this woman is that 
from an early age she resented 
French and then later Ameri­ 
can involvement in her country. 
From 1951-54 she was imprison­ 
ed for 
anti-French 
activities, 
and during the 1960s she was a 
roving delegate for the National 
Liberation Front, the poetical 
arm of the Vietcong. In 1963 
she attended international con- 
erences in Peking, Moscow and 
Cario, and in 1966 she received 
a standing ovation at the twen­ 
ty-third Congress of the Soviet 
Communist Party hi Moscow^ 
A still younger politician, i i - 
year-o I d 
Bernadette 
Devlin, 
continued to champion her Peo­ 
ple’s cause in Northern Ireland. 
Miss Devlin, the youngest mem­ 
ber of the British Parliament, 
was jailed and served two-thirds 
of a six month sentence for 
riotous behavior and incitment 
to riot. She had been convicted 
for her direct involvement in 
violent protests in Londonderry 
in August, 1960. 
The young 
lady, 
who 
has 
been dubbed the firebrand of 
the barricades, was reelected 
this year from her district and 
upon release from jail took her 
seat again in Parliament. She 
urged the Roman Catholic mi­ 
nority to stop fighting their Pro­ 
testant neighbors in British-rul­ 
ed Northern 
Ireland, and 
to

Five firebrands of a different 
sort made big news in the Unit­ 
ed States and the Middle East: 
Angela 
Davis, 
Bernardine 
Dohrn, Susan Saxe, Katherine 
Ann Power and Leila Khaied. 
Angela Davis, 26-year-old edu­ 
cator and black m ilitant 
first 
zoomed into the headlines last 
year when the California Board 
of Regents vetoed her appoint­ 
m ent as associate professor of 
philosophy at 
UCLA 
because 
she was an avowed communist. 
Backed by liberal faculty mem­ 
bers, she sued to get the job, 
but the Board ruled her incom­ 
petent to teach. 
Then last sum m er she took 
up the cause of a group of black 
convicts, picketed San Quentin 
and m ade fund raising speeches. 
Later an attem pt was made to 
rescue the prisoners on trial in 
a San Rafael, Calif, courtroom 
and four persons were shot to 
death including the judge. Po­ 
lice found that the guns used 
in the killings had been bought 
by Miss Davis, and she was 
placed 
on 
the 
F.B .I.’s most 
wanted fugitive list. On October 
13 she was discovered and a r­ 
rested in a New York City motel | 
room, and booked on a charge 
of unlawful interstate flight to 
avoid prosecution in California. 
As the F.B.I. took Angela Da­ 
vis off its list, it added the 
names of two other women rev­ 
olutionaries: Susan Saxe 
and 
Katherine Power. Both young 
women, 21-year-old honor grad­ 
uates of Brandeis University, 
were sought in connection with 
a September 23 $26,000 bank 
robbery in Boston in which one 


was charged with violating fed­ 
eral anti-riot laws. The 28-year- 
old militant, who holds a doc­ 
tor of law degree, was arrested 
in Chicago October 9 after a 
violent demonstration and con­ 
frontation with the police.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep 
F. Edward Hebert, in line to be 
come 
House 
Armed 
Services 
chairm an, says it is dangerous 
to put off even a year the deci­ 
sion on whether to go ahead 
with undersea missile launchers 
or the B-l bomber. 
The Louisiana Democrat also 
indicated little faith in the U.S 
Soviet arm s limitation talks- 
com paring them with the post- 
World War I 5-5-3 naval disar­ 
m am ent pact—and 
even 
less 
faith in Russian sincerity. 
“They’d surprise me at noth­ 
ing,” Hebert, who is expected to 
succeed the late Rep. L. Mendel 
Rivers, D-S.C., when the 92nd 
Congress convenes, said in an 
interview with The Associated 
Press. 
Some of the questions and an­ 
swers: 
Q. What’s your view of the ap­ 
parent slowdown in Russian de­ 
ployment of this big SS9 m is­ 
sile? Do you think this is a sig­ 
nal? Do you think this should af­ 
fect our stance in Helsinki? 
A. I would approach with cau­ 
tion coming up with anything 
optimistic based on what a Rus­ 
sian did. As a m atter of fact, I’d 
take the signal as a warning in­ 
stead of a good omen. 
Q. Oh, really? A warning of 
what?

The technique emp loy ed by the Communist ideo­ 
logists of charging their enemies with doing what 
they themselv es are doing works we’l until the fal­ 
sity of the charges are ex p osed, as is occurring in 
Cambodia where the Red Khmers are finding out 
who the true imp erialists are. 


p an and Taiwan quarreled ov er who had the right 
to grant oil concessions in the seabed. After Jap an 
and Taiwan terminated the argument by agreeing 
to “freeze” the sov ereignty question and joined 
with Sou h Korea in a joint commission to ov ersee 
dev elop ment of the seabed, China got into the act.

He say s the 
p lanting of enough trees in a giv en community 
could result i nthe absorp tion of all the sulfur di­ 
ox ide emitted in the community . 


Ev er since Joy ce Kilmer wro e the p oem “Trees’* 
most of us hav e had a higher degree of ap p recia­ 
tion for these useful friends of mankind. Now, in 
their role of antinohution dev ice, they are being 
recognized as ev en more v aluable to us.

Without such a prospect, he 
argued, a summit “creates a 
false sense of security” and 
would not further the cause of 
peace. 
—Personally confirming it is 
his understanding that the So­ 
viets promised in October they 
would not establish a naval or 
other military base in Cuba, 
Nixon said: “We expect them to 
abide by the understanding. I 
believe they will.” 
Seeming more relaxed as the 
interview 
progressed, 
Nixon 
several times resorted to slang 
expressions. In praising former 
aide Daniel P. Moynihan, Nixon 
said, “He got a bad rap out of 
that,” 
referring 
to 
criticism 
about his former aide’s call for 
“benign neglect’’ of racial prob­ 
lems. 
At another point, the Presi­ 
dent declined to speculate on 
what might happen “in the 
event that Israel is going to go 
down the tube.” 
At 
the 
outset, 
Nixon 
said 
many of his hopes for 1969-70 
were not realized, but asserted: 
“ . . . I have great hopes for 
the next two years, because I 
think I k now better how to do 
the job . . . . I k now more. I am 
more experienced. I hope I do 
better.” 
He said he believes he has 
learned how to work better with 
Congress and the Cabinet, and 
predicted his choice to be the 
new secretary of the Treasury, 
Texas Democrat John Connally, 
will be a big help in promoting 
enactment of his domestic legis­ 
lation. 
Connally, he said, should be 
particularly valuable in pushing 
for early action on long-stalled 
welfare reform. Failure to win 
passage of this measure earlier 
was described by Nixon as “the 
greatest disappointment legisla­ 
tively.” 
The President also foresaw 
good 
prospects 
for 
revenue 
sharing, stating: 
“ . . . If we do not have it we 
are going to have states, cities 
and counties going bank rupt 
over these next two or three 
years and we are going to have 
massive 
problems 
in 
those 
areas. I believe as Congress 
sees that crisis they will act on 
it.” 
Nixon expressed the view that 
enactment of his domestic pro­ 
gram would do much to allevi­ 
ate the plight of the poor and of 
racial minorities. 
There was but one question on 
race relations and, in respond­ 
ing, Nixon said he would en­ 
force laws aimed at barring lo­ 
cal governments from thwarting 
housing integration. 
While pledging “we are going 
to open up opportunities for all 
Americans to move into hous­ 
ing, any housing that they are 
able to afford, the President 
added: 
“But, on the other hand, for 
the federal government to go 
further than the law, to force in­ 
tegration of the suburbs, I think 
is unrealistic. I think it will be 
counter-productive and not in 
the interest of better race rela­ 
tions.” 
Nixon also made reference to 
his problems with young people 
when ask ed if Republicans or 
Democrats would benefit most 
from 18 -year-old voting due na­ 
tionwide in 1972. 
He pointed to a poll appearing 
in Life magazine and said, “At 
the present time 
. . . , it would 
benefit the Democratic party 
more than the Republican par­ 
ty.” 
But he said it was most signif­ 
icant that 40 per cent of the 
young 
people 
questioned 
ex­ 
pressed no party allegiance. 
When talk turned to specific 
1972 politics, Nixon was non- 
commital. Ask ed if he would 
rule out choosing a Democrat— 
possibly Connally—as a re-elec­ 
tion running mate, the Presi­ 
dent replied:

Rhodes said he would leave 
the incoming administration of 
Democrat John J. Gilligan with 
a beginning budget balance of 
some $16.1 million. 
It provides for no new spend­ 
ing programs, he said, “only 
for current programs at current 
levels of support and no new 
taxes.” 
“It is the preogative of the 
new governor to propose any 
additions or deletions,” Rhodes 
added. 
Gilligan has said he will seek 
new taxes to finance expanded 
state programs, as well as new 
projects 
he 
feels 
the 
state 
needs. 
For 
m os t of his speech, 
Rhodes cited what he called the 
accomplishmfnts of his eight 
years in office and defended 
bond issues 
t ha t provided a 
surge of capital improvements. 
“It is significant that those 
who were so outspok en in their 
opposition to the bond issues.... 
were often the first in line when 
it came time to turn the shovel 
or cut the ribbon on a new 
bond-financed project,” he ad­ 
ded. 
Rhodes noted one area in 
which he had been unsuccess­ 
ful — an attebpt to reorganize 
educational programs and re­ 
distribute 
t he 
tax 
revenues 
among them. 
“In Ohio.” he said, “ the ac­ 
cident of resident determines if 
a student will attend a well- 
funded or a poor school. 
“This differential can only be 
overcome with a reorganization 
of educational programs and a 
redistribution of tax revenues, 
both on a county and statewide 
basis.” 
Rhodes, a Republican, ask ed 
the legislature to again study 
his proposals for a department 
of public safety and a planning 
office, both under the governor. 
The last session of the legis­ 
lature, dominated by the GOP, 
rejected both proposals. 
Rhodes said there must be 
continuing emphasis on efforts 
to control air and water pollu­ 
tion. He advocated a single set 
of federal standards that could 
be uniformly imposed and uni­ 
formly enforced.

'Cut Your Own Taxes' No. 2 


Many Not Required to File At All 


By RAY DE CRANE

Forget that old rule that you 
must file an income tax return 
once your total income reaches 
the $600 annual level. 
That rule, along with many 
others, was tossed aside by the 
Tax Reform Act of 1969. 
The new rules will mean that 
several hundred thousand who 
had to file tax returns in the 
past can let April 15 go by un­ 
noticed this year. For an esti­ 
mated four million who paid 
taxes last year the new rules 
will free them of any tax obliga­ 
tion this year. 
HERE ARE THE RULES for 
filing a 1970 return: 
If you are unmarried, under 
65 years old and your income 
in 1970 was $1,700 or more. If 
65 or older it is not necessary 
to file unless income is at least 
$2,300. For tax purposes this 
classification includes all single 
Dersons, unmarried heads 
of 


household, a surviving widow or 
widower with a dependent child. 
If you are married, entitled 
to file 
jointly, 
are 
under 
65 
years old and combined total 
income is $‘2,300 or more. Add 
another $600 to this if one of the 
spouses is 65 
or 
older, 
and 
$1,200 if each is at least 65.

from anyone who has self-em­ 
ployment 
income 
of 
$400 
or 
more. They may not owe an 
income tax, but they might owe 
Social Security tax on their self- 
employment income. 
MANY RETIRED, or older 
couples, with modest incomes 
will be freed from the require­ 
ment of filing under the new 
rules. 


So, too, will be many stu­ 
dents who worked after school 
or during summer vacation last 
year. (Of course, if there was 
withholding tax from their 1970 
earnings, they should file a re­ 
turn to claim their refund.) 
Students and other parttime 


workers, might 
also 
keep 
in 
mind that there now is a way 
for them to avoid any withhold­ 
ing .tax deductions from their 
earnings if they will not exceed 
a specified amount. 
To be freed of this obliga­ 
tion two circumstances are nec­ 
essary: 


1. You owed no income tax 
for 1970. 


2. You expect to earn less 
than $1,725 this year. 
If you meet the first require­ 
ment and can reasonably be 
expected to meet the second 
th‘s year, merely ask your em­ 
ployer for a special corm that 
will release you from all with­ 
holding requirements this year.

Most blood clots form in the 
veins and the legs are a favor­ 
ite place for them. The clot is 
sometimes released and pass­ 
es through the veins to the right 
side of the heart. 
The clot moves with the cir­ 
culation through the right heart 
and lodges in the lungs. 
We 
call this a “pulmonary embol­ 
us.” This causes 
chest 
pain 
somewhat like a heart attack 
and can cause breathlessness 
and sudden death. 
Powerful reflex mechanisms 
can cause the heart to beat ab­ 
normally. The patient may go 
into shock. Sometimes we have 
trouble telling the difference be­ 
tween a pulmonary embolus and 
a heart attack. 
Clots that form in the veins 
almost never go to the brain. 
The simple reason is they can’t 
get through the lungs and back 
to the left heart to be pumped 
out in the arteries. 
There are a few very rare 
exceptions. 
Most clots in the 
brain come directly from the 


left side of the heart and are 
pumped through the arteries to 
the brain. This means the pa­ 
tient has to have a disease in­ 
volving the left heart, like a 
heart attack or heart surgery. 
A clot may form locally in an 
artery in the brain and can 
cause a stroke. 


Sometimes clots formed in the 
arteries in the neck, leading to 
the brain, are removed surgical­ 
ly. Actual surgery within the 
skull to remove clots is rarely 
done and only in selected cases. 
Whether one clot in the brain 
will be followed by others de­ 
pends on what caused the first 
one. If the mdiv&ual has a lot 
of disease of the arteries in 
the brain, it is possible that 
other clots will develop. 
There are medicines that help 
to prevent clot formations. We 
call them anticoagulants — sub­ 
stances to keep the blood from 
coagulating. These are also used 
in heart attacks to prevent the 
formation of clots in the heart 
and hopefully to prevent forma­ 
tion of a new clot in the arteries 
to the heart muscle. They are 
also useed 
in 
patients 
after 
heart operations and in patients 
who develop clots in their leg 
from any cause. 
There is some disagreement 
on how useful these medicines 
are. Most heart specialist do 
use them at least during the 
early phase of the heart attac 
and until the patient is up and 
about.

E. “Employee” — An Individual 
wh« « f earnings are subject to the 
withholding of Federal Income Tax 
or Social Security Tax. 
F. "Em ployer” — An individual, 
partnership, 
limited 
partnership, 
association. 
corporation, 
govern­ 
mental body, unit or agency, or any 
other entity who or that employs 
one or more persons on a salary, 
wage, commission or other com­ 
pensation basis. 
G. "Net Profits” — The net gain 
from a operation of a business, 
profession or enterprise after pro­ 
vision for all cost and expense in­ 
curred in the conduct thereof, in­ 
cluding reasonable 
allowance for 
depreciation, 
depletion, 
amortiza­ 
tion and reasonable additions to re­ 
serve for bad debts, either paid or 
accrued 
in accordance with 
red 
ognized principles of accounting ap­ 
plicable to the method of account­ 
ing regularly employed and with­ 
out 
deduction 
of 
Federal 
Taxes 
based on income, and without de­ 
ducting taxes imposed by this Or­ 
dinance. 
H 
"Non-Resident” — An indivi­ 
dual, partnership, limited partenr- 
•hip, 
corporation, 
association 
or 
other entity domiciled outside the 
City of Salem. 
1. "Person” — Every 
natural 
person, partnership, limited part­ 
nership. corporation, 
fiduciary or 
association. Whenever used In any 
clause 
prescribing 
and 
imposing 
a penalty, the term "person” as 
applied to any association, 
shall 
mean 
the 
partners 
or 
members 
thereof, and as applied, to corpora­ 
tion, the officers thereof. 
J. "R esident" — An individual, 
partnership, 
limited 
partnership, 
corporation 
association 
or 
other 
entity domiciled in tha City of Sa­ 
lem. 
K. "O ther Entity” — The term 
•‘other entity” means any person 
or unincorporated 
body not pre­ 
viously named or defined and in­ 
cludes 
inter 
alia, 
fiduciaries 
lo­ 
cated within the City of Salem. 
L. "Place of Business” — The 
term "Place of Business” means 
any bona fide office, (other than 
a mere statutory office) factory, 
warehouse, or other space which 
Is occupied and used by the tax­ 
payer in carrying on any business 
activity 
individually 
or 
through 
one or more of his regular employ­ 
ees regularly in attendance. 
A taxpayer does not have a reg­ 
ular place of business outside Sa­ 
lem solely by consigning goods to 
an Independent factor or contrac­ 
tor outside the City for sale. 
M. “Business Allocation Percent­ 
age” — The term "Business Allo­ 
cation Percentage,” as 
used 
in 
these Regulations, means the aver­ 
age percentage arrived at by ap­ 
plying the formula set forth In Sec­ 
tion 2, sub-section H of the Ordin­ 
ance.

profits of a taxpayer to be allocat­ 
ed as having been made within the 
City of Salem within the meaning 
of the provisions of said Section 2. 
N. "The Ordinance” — The term 
"The Ordinance” means Ordinance 
No. 701117, enacted by the Coun­ 
cil of the City of Salem, on Dec. 
3, 1970. and any amendments or 
« upplements thereto.

ARTICLE 1 — 2 
COMMENCEMENT 
AND 
DURA­ 
TION OF THE TAX 
The tax imposed by this Ordin­ 
ance is effective as to income and 
profits earned or accruing on and 
after January 1, 1971, and payroll 
deductions m ust be made against 
all 
salaries, 
wages, 
commissions, 
bonuses 
and 
other 
compensation 
earned or accruing on and after 
that date. 
The 
Ordinance 
continues effec­ 
tive Insofar as the levy of taxes 
Is concerned until December 31, 
1 97 2. 
ARTICLE n — 1 
IMPOSITION 
OF TAX — RESI­ 
DENT EMPLOYEES 
In the case of the residents of 
the City of Salem an annual tax 
of one percent is Imposed on all 
salaries, wages, commissions and 
other compensation earned or ac­ 
crued on and aft?r January 1, 1971. 
For the purpose of determining the 
tax on the earnings of the resident 
taxpayers, taxed under sub-section 
A of Section 2 of the Ordinance, 
the source of the eamiugs and the 
place or places In or at which the 
services were rendered are imma­ 
terial. All such earnings, wherever 
earned or paid, are taxable. 
The following are Items 
which 
are subject to the tax: 
(a) Salaries, bo nuses o r Incen­ 
tiv e pay ment« receiv ed by an in­

(1 ) As an o fficer o r emplo y ee,

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po ratio ns), jo int sto ck asso ciatio n 
o r Jo int sto ck co mpany ; 
(2) As an emplo y ee (as distin­ 
g uished fro m a partner o r mem­ 
ber) o f a partnership, limited part­ 
nership, or any o ther fo rm o f un­ 
incorporated enterprise o wned by 
o ne o r mo re perso ns; 
(3) As an employee (as distin­ 
guished from the proprietor) of

(6) As an employee of any entity 
or person. 
(b) Wages, bonuses, or Incentive 
payments received by an 
indivi­ 
dual, whether directly or through 
an agent and whether In cash or 
In property, lor services rendered 
on and after January 1, 1971. 
(1) Whether based upon hourly, 
daily, weekly, semi-monthly, mon­ 
thly, annual, unit of production or 
piece-work rates; and 
(2) Whether paid by an Indivi­ 
dual, limited partnership, partner­ 
ship, 
association, 
corporation 
(in­ 
cluding charitable and other non­ 
profit corporations), governmental 
administration, 
agency, 
arm , 
au­ 
thority, board, body, branch, de­ 
partment, division, subdivision, sec­ 
tion or unit, or any other entity. 
(c) Commissions received by 
a 
taxpayer 
whether 
directly 
or 
through an agent and whether In 
cash or In property, for services 
rendered on and after January 1, 
1971, regardless of how computed, 
by whom or wheresoever paid. 
If amounts received as a draw­ 
ing account exceed the commis­ 
sions earned, the tax is payable on 
the gross amounts received. 
Amounts received from an em­ 
ployer by way of expenses and not 
by way of compensation, and used 
as such by the individual receiving 
them, are not deemed to be com­ 
pensation If the employer deducts 
such 
expense 
advances 
as 
such 
from his gross Income for the pur­ 
pose of determining his net profits 
taxable under the 
Ordinance. 
If such commissions are included 
in the net earnings of a trade, bus­ 
iness, profession, enterprise or ac­ 
tivity regularly carried on by such 
individual and therefore subject to 
tax under sub-section C of Section 
2 of the Ordinance, they shall not 
again be separately taxed. In such 
case, such net earnings shall be 
taxed as provided in Article H-9 
of these Regulations. 
(d) The receipt of fees and other 
compensation for personal services 
rendered shall be deemed to be 
subject to taxation under the Ordin­ 
ance. 
(e) Domestic servants are sub­ 
ject to Salem tax under this Ordin­ 
ance but are not subject to with­ 
holding provisions. That is to say, 
the domestic will report earnings 
and pay the tax directly to The 
Salem Income Tax D epartm ent 
The provisions of this Ordinance 
shall not be construed as levying 
a tax upon the following: 
1. Funds received 
from 
local, 
state or federal governments be­ 
cause of service in the Armed For­ 
ces of the United States by the per­ 
son rendering such service, or as 
a result of another person render­ 
ing such service.

Poor relief,

tion of a business).

ARTIC LE II — Z 
IMPOSITION OF TAX— 
NON - RESIDENTS 
In the case of individuals who 
are non-residents of Salem there is 
Imposed under the Ordinance an 
annual tax of one percent on all 
salaries, wages, commissions and 
other compensation, earned or ac­ 
cruing on and after January 1, 1971, 
for work done o r , services 
per­ 
formed or rendered within the City 
of Salem, whether such compensa­ 
tion or remuneration is received 
or earned directly or through an 
agent and whether paid in cash or 
in property. 
The items subject to tax under 
this section are the sajtie as those 
listed and defined in Article II-l 
For methods of computing the ex­ 
tent of such work or services per 
formed within the City of Salem, 
and cases involving compensation 
for personal services partly within 
and partly outside the City of Sa­ 
lem, see Article IV-1. 
ARTICLE II — S 
IMPOSITION OF TAX — NET 
BUSINESS PROFITS — 
RESIDENTS 
1. In the case of trades, business­ 
es. professions, other activities, en­ 
terprises or undertakings conduct­ 
ed, operated, engaged in, prosecut­ 
ed or carried on by residents of 
Salem, there is imposed an annual 
tax of one percent on the net pro­ 
fits earned or accruing on and af­ 
ter January 1. 1971. 
2. For the purpose of construing 
sub-section (c) and (d) of Section 
2 of the Ordinance, the term "resi 
dents” 
in the phrase "conducted 
by residents of the City of Salem" 
will ordinarily be construed to have 
reference to the business entity it­

3. Generally, a partnership, asso­ 
ciation or other unincorporated en­ 
terprise owned by two or more per­ 
sons will be taxed as an entity.

cannot be reached or taxed directly 
by the City of Salem, or 
If only

y tax ed, then in either such case,

their declaratio n and tax return o r 
returns their distributiv e shares o f 
such pro fits, o r po rtio n thereo f no t 
tax ed to the business enterprise as 
an entity , and must pay the tax 
thereo n. 

The tax .Impo sed under this 
sectio n of the Ordinance (2 (c)) is 
lev ied upo n the entire net pro fits 
of the resident trade, business, pro­ 
fession.

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of any trade, business, profession,

2. A non-resident entity within 
the meaning of sub-section (e) of 
Section 2 of the Ordinance which 
has a branch or branches, office 
or offices and/or store or stores, 
warehouse, or other place of places 
in which the entity s business Is 
transacted, located in the « City of 
Salem, shall be considered to be 
conducting, operating, prosecuting,

or other activity to the full extent 
of the sum total of all transaction* 
originating or consummated in, by 
or through such Salem branch, of­ 
fice. store, 
warehouse or

shipments 
made, 
or (d)

3. In the case of the partner­ 
ship, association, or other unincor­ 
porated business owned by one or 
more persons the tax, generally, 
shall be upon said partnership, as­ 
sociation, or business enterprise as 
an entity and not ordinarily upon, 
the partners or members thereof. 
However, the provisions of Article 
n-3 are applicable to render tax­ 
able against such resident partners 
or members their distributive share 
of any profits of such non-resident 
entity not taxable under this Ordin­ 
ance.

ARTICLE II — 4 
IMPOSITION OF TAX — NET 
BUSINESS PROFITS — COR­ 
PORATIONS 
1. In the case of a corporation 
doing business in Salem, whether 
domestic or foreign, and whether 
domiciled in Salem, or elsewhere, 
there 
is imposed an annual 
tax 
of one percent on that part of the 
net profits (earned or accruing on 
and after January 1, 1971) of such 
corporations, which is earned by 
such corporations as 
a result of 
work done or services performed 
or rendered and business or other 
activities conducted in the City of 
Salem. 
2. The provision* of Paragraph 2 
of Article II-4 of these Regulations 
are applicable to such corporations. 
3. A corporation doing business 
both within and outside the City of 
Salem 
may, 
In 
determining 
the 
part of the net profits which are 
taxable under the Ordinance, at its 
option: 
(a) Use the usual accounting sys­ 
tem of the taxpayer corporation, 
so long as said usual accounting 
system shall be one acceptable to 
the U. S. Internal Revenue Depart­ 
ment as evidenced by acceptance 
and approval of Income tax returns 
filed therein: or 
(b) Use the Business Allocation 
Percentage Form ula set forth in 
Section 2, sub-section H of the Or­ 
dinance. 
ARTICLE II — • 
BUSINESS 
ALLOCATION P E R ­ 
CENTAGE 
1. At the option of a corporate 
taxpayer or of a non-resident bus­ 
iness entity, such taxpayers may. 
but are not obliged to, use the for­ 
mula set forth in Section 2 of thg 
Ordinance to compute the percent­ 
age of their entire net profits (de­ 
rived from activities both within 
and 
outside the City of 
Salem) 
which is taxable under the Ordin­ 
ance, 
and to determine the 
tax 
payable to the City of Salem there­ 
under. 
If the taxpayer did not have 
a 
place of business 
outside 
Salem 
during the period covered by any 
declaration and/or return required 
under the Ordinance, its business 
allocation percentage is 
1 00 per­ 
cent; in other words the taxpayer 
is required to pay a tax of one per­ 
cent on the entire net profit of the 
business. 
If the taxpayer had 
a place or 
places of business outside Salem, 
and was doing business in Salem 
during such period, 
the business 
allocation percentage shall be com­ 
puted on the following basis (Sec­ 
tion 718.02 Revised Code — State of 
Ohio): 
(a) In the taxation of income 
which is subject to taxation by the 
provisions of the Ordinance, if the 
books and records of a taxpayer 
conducting a business or profession 
both within and without the boun­ 
daries of the City of Salem shail 
disclose with reasonable accuracy 
what portion its net profit is at­ 
tributable to that part of the busi­ 
ness or profession conducted with­ 
in the boundaries of the City of Sa­ 
lem. then only such portion shall 
be considered as having a taxable 
situs in the City of Salem for pur­ 
poses of municipal income taxa­ 
tion. In the absence of such rec­ 
ords, net profit from a business or 
profession 
conducted 
both Within 
and without the boundaries oT the 
City of Salem shall be considered 
as having a taxable situs In the 
City of Salem for purposes of mu­ 
nicipal 
Income 
taxation 
Jp 
the 
sam e proportion 
as 
the average 
ratio of: 
(1) The average net book value 
of the real and tangible personal 
property owned or used by the tax­ 
payer in the business or profession 
in the City of Salem during the 
taxable period to the average net 
book value of all of the real and 
tangible personal property owned 
or used by the taxpayer In the bus­ 
iness or profession during the same 
period, wherever situated. 
As used in the preceding para­ 
graph, real property shall include 
property rented or leased by the 
taxpayer and the value of such 
property shall be determined by 
multiplying 
t h e 
annual 
rental 
thereon by eight; 
(2) Wages, 
salaries, 
and other 
compensation paid during the tax 
able period to persons employed in 
the business or profession for ser­ 
vices performed in the City of Sa­ 
lem to wages, salaries, and pther 
compensation paid during the sam e 
S 
eriod to persons employed in the 
usiness 
or 
profession, 
wherever 
their services are performed; 
(3) Gross receipts of the business 
or profession from sales made and 
services performed during the tax 
able period in the City of Salem to 
gross receipts of the business or 
profession during the same period 
from sales and services, wherever 
made or performed 
In the event that the foregoing 
allocation formula 
does 
not pro­ 
duce an equitable result, another 
basis may, under uniform regula­ 
tions be substituted so as to pro­ 
duce such result. 
(b) As used in Division 
(a) of 
this sub-section, 
"sales 
made In 
The City of Salem” mean: 
(1) All sales of tangible personal 
property which 
is delivered within 
the City of Salem regardless of 
where title passes If shipped or de­ 
livered from a stock of goods with­ 
in such municipal corporation; 
(2) All sales of tangible personal 
property which is delivered within 
the City of Salem regardless of 
where title passe* 
even 
though 
transported from a point outside 
such City if the taxpayer is regul­ 
arly engaged through its own em­ 
ployees in the solicitation or p ro ­ 
mo tio n of sales within such City 
and the sales result from such sol­ 
icitation or promotion; 
(3 ) All sales o f tang ible perso nal 
pro perty which is shipped fro m a 
place within the City o f Salem to 
purchasers o utside such City re­ 
g ardless of where title passes if 
the tax pay er is no t. 
thro ug h its 
o wn emplo y ees, reg ularly eng ag ed 
In the so licitatio n o r pro mo tio n 
of 
sales at the place where deliv ery 
Is made. 
The Business Allo catio n Percent- 
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real and tangible personal property 
bears to all real and tangible per­ 
sonal property (including that sit­ 
uated in Salem) of taxpayer where­ 
soever situated; 
(b) which Salem 
business sales bear to taxpayer’s 
entire business sales wheresoever 
derived 
(including 
those 
derived 
from Salem); and (c) which pay­ 
rolls paid by taxpayer within Sa-> 
lem bear to taxpayer’s entir® pay­ 
roll 
wheresoever 
paid 
(including 
Salem payrolls); 
adding together 
the three percentages so arrived 
at. and dividing the total by three. 
However, if one of the factors 
(property, 
sales 
or 
payrolls) 
Is 
missing, the other two percentages 
are added and the sum is divided 
by two. and if two of the factors 
are missing the remaining percent­ 
age is the business allocation per­ 
centage.

EXPLANATION OF "PR O P­ 
ERTY 
ACTOR.” The percentage 
of the taxpayer’s real and tangible 
personal property within Salem is 
determined by 
dividing 
the net 
book value (during the period cov­ 
ered by the report), of such prop­ 
erty within Salem, without deduc­ 
tion of any encumbrances, by the 
average net book value similarly 
computed, of 
all such 
property 
within 
and without 
Salem. 
Only 
property owned by the taxpayer 
Is considered in determining such 
percentage. 
3 EXPLANATION OF BUSINESS 
RECEIPTS FACTOR. 
1. Work done and performed or 
services rendered in Salem. 
2. Rentals from property situat­ 
ed In Salem, where the rental of 
such property is a usual or nor­ 
m al part of the taxpayer’s business 
activity. 
3. 
All 
other 
business 
receipts 
earned in Salem. For the purpose 
of determining business allocation 
percentage, 
no account 
shall 
be 
given to receipts, within or with­ 
out Salem, of Income derived from 
intangibles (including stock, bonds, 
royalties and the like) the Income 
of which Is taxable under the sta­ 
tutes of the State of Ohio. All re­ 
ceipts of the period covered by the 
report (computed on the cash or 
accrual basis, in accordance with 
the method of accounting used in 
the computation of the taxpayer's 
entire net income) m ust be taken 
into account. 
4. COMPENSATION FOR WORK 
DONE 
AND 
PERFORM ED 
OR 
SERVICES RENDERED. 
(a) Compensation and other re­ 
ceipts tor work done or services 
performed within Salem are alloc­ 
able to Salem and taxable under 
the Ordinance. All amounts so re­ 
ceived, credited or charged by tax­ 
payer in payment for such work or 
services are so allocable, irrespec­ 
tive of whether done or performed 
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the payroll factor according to the 
general 
rule wouui not properly 
reflect the amount of the taxpay.

by its employees, the City Treas­ 
urer may require the payroll fac­ 
tor to be computed on the basis 
of the amount of compensation paid 
for services performed within and 
without the City.

6. ADJUSTMENT OF BUSINESS 
ALLOCATION PERCENTAGE 
FORMULA. 
Generally, 
the Business 
Alloca­ 
tion Percentage Formula will re­ 
sult In a fair apportionment of the 
taxpayer’s net profits wtlhln and 
without Salem. However, due to the 
peculiar circumstances of certain 
businesses, the formula may work 
a hardship in some oases or result 
In a tax evasion in others, thus not 
do Justice to the taxpayer or the 
City. Accordingly, in such cases, 
the City Treasurer may substitute 
factors calculated to bring about 
a fair and proper allocation in any 
case where the taxpayer has adopt­ 
ed the optional use of the business 
allocation 
percentage formula. 
ARTICLE II — 7 
ON WHAT EARNING8 OR NET 
PROFITS TAX FIRST LEVIED 
The tax referred to In Article 
H-l and H-2 shall first be levied, 
collected and paid with respect to 
the salaries, wages, bonuses, incen­ 
tive payments, commissions, 
fees 
and/or other compensations earn ­ 
ed on and after January 1, 1971, 
and ,to an including December 31, 
1972. 
The tax referred to in Article 
n-3 , n-4 and II-5 with respect to 
net’ profits of trades,

City Treasurer, there shall be sub­ 
mitted with each return filed by 
a taxpayer subject to the Federal

a reconciliation be­ 
tween the amount shown in the 
return filed with the City Treasur­ 
er and the business income report­ 
ed to the Federal Bureau of Inter­ 
nal Revenue. 
If, as a result of a change made 
In business Income by the Federal 
Bureau of Internal Revenue, or by 
a Judicial decision, an additional 
amount will result as owing to the

a report of such

ARTICLE III 
RETURN AND PAYMENT 
OF TAX 
1. On or before April 15, 1971. 
every 
taxpayer 
engaged 
in

business, the net profits of which 
ore subject in whole or in part to 
the tax Imposed by this Ordinance, 
shall make and file with the City 
Treasurer a final return on a form 
furnished by or obtainable 
from

Treasurer. 
Thereafter, 
each such taxpayer shall, on or 
before April 15 of each subsequent 
year, make and file a final return 
with the City Treasurer. Like re­ 
turns shall be filed at the same 
time and In the same manner by 
all persons whose wages, salaries, 
bonuses, incentive payments, com­ 
missions, fees and other compen­ 
sation received during the preced­ 
ing taxable year are subject to the

instance been withheld and deduc­

ARTICLE IV — 1 
COLLECTION AT SOURCE 
1. It Is the duty of each employ 
er (as hereinbefore defined) who 
employs one or more persons on 
a 
salary, 
wage, 
commission, 
or 
other compensation basis, to de­ 
duct from compensation paid to 
any employee subject to the Or­ 
dinance. the tax of one percent of 
such salary, wage, 
bonus, Incen­ 
tive payment, commission or other 
compensation due by said employ 
er to said employee. The tax shall 
be deducted by the employer from: 
(a) 
All 
compensation 
paid 
to 
employees who are non-residents 
of the City of Salem for services 
rendered, 
work 
performed, 
or 
other 
activities 
engaged 
in 
to 
earn such compensation, within 
the City of Salem; and (b) From 
the gross amount of all salaries, 
wages, 
bonuses, 
Incentive 
pay­ 
ments, 
commissions 
or 
other 
form 
of compensation 
paid to 
employees who are residents of 
the City of Salem, regardless of 
the 
place 
where 
the 
services 
are rendered. 
2. All employers who or which 
maintain an office or other place 
of business in Salem are required 
to make the collections and deduc­ 
tions in this Article specified, re­ 
gardless of the fact that the serv­ 
ices on account of which any par­ 
ticular 
deduction 
is 
required 
as 
to residents ol the City of Salem, 
were performed at a place of bus­ 
iness of any such employer sit­ 
uated outside the City of Salem. 
3. The mere fact that the tax is 
not withheld will not relieve the 
employee of the responsibility of 
filing a return and paying the tax 
on the 
compensation 
received. 
4. Commissions and fees paid to 
professional 
men, 
brokers, 
a n d 
others who are independent con­ 
tractors and not employees of the 
payor, 
are not subject to with­ 
holding or collection of the tax at 
the source. Such taxpayers must 
in all instances file returns and 
pay the tax pursuant to the pro­ 
visions of Section 2 or of Section 
3 of the Ordinance. 
(See Article 
II-3 and II-4) 
5. In the case of employees who 
are 
non-residents 
of 
Salem 
the 
amount to be deducted is one per­ 
cent of the compensation paid with 
respect to personal services ren­ 
dered in Salem. 
Where 
a 
non-resident 
receives 
compensation 
for 
personal 
serv­ 
ices rendered or performed partly 
within and partly outside Salem, 
the withholding employer shall de­ 
duct, withhold and rem it that por­ 
tion of the compensation which Is 
earned within Salem In accordance 
with the following rules of appor­ 
tionment: 
(a) If the non-resident Is a sales­ 
man, 
agent or other employee 
whose compensation on the basis 
of commissions

D. Any person dissatisfied with 
any ru ling or decision of the City 
Treasu rer which 
is 
made u nder

ARTICLE XI

of the amount so paid by him or 
in his behalf to such other munic­ 
ipality. The credit shall not exceed 
the tax assessed by this ordinance 
on such net profit, salary, wages, 
commission or compensation earn­ 
ed in such other municipality ox 
municipalities where such tax ft 
paid. 
SECTION 8. ADMINISTRATION. 
DUTIES OF THE CITY TREAS­ 
URER. 
A. It shall be the duty of the 
City Treasurer to receive the tax

Court Orders 
Federal Housing 
Integration Aim 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 
U.S. 3rd Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals has ruled that federal 
housing programs must work to 
alleviate racial segregation. 
Judge John J. Gibbons, who 
wrote the opinion, said the Civil 
Rights Acts of 1964 and 1968 re­ 
quired federal housing agencies 
to study the impact of every 
new project on racial integra­ 
tion. 
“ Increase or maintenance of 
racial concentration is likely to 
lead to urban blight and is thus 
at variance with the national 
housing policy,” he wrote in the 
opinion made public Monday. 
A lawyer who argued the case 
for residents who fought a low 
income apartment project in 
their 
neighborhood 
said 
he 
thought the decision would be as 
far-reaching as the Supreme 
Court’s order in 1954 to end 
school segregation. 
“ We think it is terribly impor­ 
tant that the court has declared 
for the first time that the feder­ 
al government has an obligation 
to end housing segregation,” 
said Edwin W. Wolf of the Law­ 
yers 
Committee 
for 
Civil 
Rights.

Five Juveniles

For Road, Street 


Use, Patrol Warns 


Snowmobile owners and oper­ 
ators were reminded today by 
Lt. R. H. Mitchell, commander 
of the Lisbon State Highway Pa­ 
trol post, that the vehicles are 
not designed for use on public 
streets and highways. 
Mitchell pointed out the snow­ 
mobiles cannot be classified as 
motor vehicles since no titles 
are issued and therefore no li­ 
cense plate registration is avail­ 
able. 


They also would be consider­ 
ed unsafe vehicles under Ohio’s 
vehicle inspection laws when 
operated on streets or highways 
because they cannot normally 
meet safety equipment 
stan­ 
dards such as sufficient brakes, 
lights, turn signals, horn, m ir­ 
ror and steering, he said. 
A street or highway is defin­ 
ed as the entire width between 
boundary lines of every way 
open to the use of the public as 
thoroughfare, including the 
roadway berm and medial.
